In the event of a disclosure of Harry Cold's Infarmatlon relative 
to the aforementioned Individuals, It is not considered that any serious 
Interference with the Bureau's present Investigative actlTlties will result 
except In possibly two instances.

ORHARD NOHVAffl^LLAH was interviewed at the Ttaiversity^. . 
of Georgia, Athens, Georgia, where nc is eoployed as a part-time Mathematics 
instructor and where he is doing work on his PWDDegree in mathema^cs* 



HDLLAN stated that while be was employed ty^. WOTHMAWA 
ASSOCIATES In New York City he had a very heated argument with BROTHMAN regarding 
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EARL BROWDER nho was thee head of the Cmununist Party. 

WOLLAN related that he favored BROWDER and BROTHMAN favored 
the expulsion of BROWDER and the election of WILLIAU Z« 
FOSTER to head the Coomiunist Party* WOLIAN stated that 
as best as he could recall the main Issues involved in his 
argument with KIOTKMAN were that he^ WOLIAN> agreed with 
BROWDERS a policy affecting foreign trade. BROWDER felt 
that backward and war-tom countries could be helped on 
a broad over-all basis by influence on the then existing 
political parties and political figures in the United 
States. He felt that such a policy would create sufficient 
foreign trade to keep the industrial production and employ- 
ment in the United States at the war-time peak for many 
years. Ihis at the same time would bring forward the under- 
privileged countries* WOLLAN agreed with BROWDER that 
this goal could be achieved best by the Communist Party 
losing Its identity as such. 


On the other hand BROTHMAN felt that such achievement 
could not be made without the Communist Party remaining 
together as an organization and working for these aims. 

BROTHMAN, according to WOLLAN, felt that BRORDER was 
"cockled and becoming soft”* 

A minor issue in this argument, according to 
WOLLAN, between BROTHMAN AND WOLLAN was that under BROWDER *b 
leadership the Commiinist Party had changed its name to 
"The Communist Political Association”* BROTHMAN felt this 
name should be changed back to "The Ccommnlst Party” and that 
WILLIAM Z. FOSTER should be elected to head the Communist 
Party, WOLLAN stated that BROTHMAN emn accused him of being 
excessively loyal to BROWDER and for this reason could not 
give unbiased thought to the matter 

WOILAN related that he could not recall In detail 
the issues involved in the argument between BROTHMAN and him 
inaspieh as he and BROTHMAN became quite angry and daring the 
heat of argument, many things were said idiich he could not recall. 
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lOLXAN related that he has not been in contact 
with BROTHMAN other than receiving Christmas greeting cards 
traa him since he left A. BROTHMAN & ASSOCIATES'^ 

TOLIAN further stated that IGElrfiCSROfflTZ agreed 
with BROTHMAN and although he did not have'-Uw much discussion 
with her he recalled that MOSKOWITZ favored the expulsion of 
EROVi/IllER and the election of FOSTER. 

TOLIAN could not place the exact time that his 
argument with BROTHMAN took place and stated that he believed 
it was in 19U5 just before the Communist Party Convention 
where BR0TO3ER was ousted and PCBTER elected, rajj 

TOtLAN denied any knowledge of GOID’s espionage 
activities and stated that in his statement which he previously 
made indicating he was not Involved in the irork which GOID 
was doing, referred to the work idiich GOLD was doing with 
A, BROTHMAN & ASSOCIATES. TfOLIAN pointed out that he, flOLUN, 
was Superintendent of the Laboratoiy and that GOLD frequently 
cane to the laboratoiy and made sketches and tests with which 
TOLLAN was not familiar.
